Construction Of Modern

The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, after m onths of 


negotiations and preparation, announced yesterday plans to 


construct a huge, ultra-modern plate glass producing plant 
at Cumberland. 


According to H arry B. Higgins, president of the P itts­ 


burgh, Pa., concern, the Cumberland glass plant will cost an 
estimated $34,000,000 and will represent the largest expen­ 
diture on a single project in the company’s 71-year history. 
The proposed plate glass plant here is expected, upon 
completion, to employ about 900 to 1,000 people to sta ff its 
facilities. Meanwhile an estimated 2,500 workers will be re­ 
quired in construction of the plant building. 
“This will be the first tim e in over 30 years th at an en­ 
tirely new and complete plate glass plant has been built at a 
new location, containing all the facilities necessary for the 
production, handling and shipm ent of plate glass,” Higgins 
continued.

Improvements in m anufacturing processes planned for 
the Cumberland plant will result in the production of the 
finest plate glass of precision optical quality, he said. 
Designated as a defense plant, the new’ facilities have 
been granted a certificate of necessity by th e Office of De­ 
fense Mobilization covering rapid amortization by the P itts­ 
burgh Plate Glass Company on 85 percent of the estim ated 
$33,756,000 cost of th e new factory. 
More than 6OO acres of property in the Mexico Farm s 
area along the N orth Branch of the Potomac River about 
four miles southeast of Cumberland have been purchased as 
the site for the plant. It will be constructed on what has been 
farm land to date. 
Engineering surveys and designing for the huge plant 
is being done by Lockwood Greene. Inc., of New’ York City 
and by P ittsburgh Plate’s glass division’s engineering de­ 
partm ent.

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Plugging The Holes 
Of Air Defenses 


Plugging the holes in the thousands of miles of 
air defense screen is a monumental task. 
The Air 
Force, which has been working on the project since 
1949, has had to overcome all m an ner of obstacles. 
The ideal air defense screen would consist of a chain 
of radar stations, with their fan-shaped patterns of 
radar wave coverage over lapping. 


Such a program 
is 
possible, ot 
course, but it 
would cost many billions of dollars and the construc­ 
tion time required to throw the screen across the 
Pacific Coast, in a great are across northern Canada, 
and down the Atlantic Coast, would run into years. 


With what money it has available, the Air Force 
if doing what it can. and improvising where neces­ 
sary. Construction of about 15 offshore Atlantic sta­ 
tions, which will be metal islands standing like long- 
legged storks on shoals, indicates that the race to 
get the nation s guard up is on in earnest. 


These offshore stations, with their complicated 
detection and communications gear and small crews 
of technicians, will be part of the inner warning ring. 
A detection station a mere IOO miles offshore doesn t 
constitute “ early w arning'’ where tremendous speed 
of modern jet bombers is involved. 


Rut the coast lines are vulnerable and great ef­ 
forts are being made to make them secure by various 
means. Flying radar stations, picket ships and land- 
based radar stations are all part of the chain 
But 
it is most 
necessary to 
have 
defense 
in 
depth, 
and construction of this group of offshore “ islands” 
is at least a partial answer. The * sc re e n ” of which so 
much has been heard is becoming an actuality, so far 
as the Atlantic Coast is concerned.

identical. The p rim e m in ister is elected as an o rd in ary 
m e m b e r of P arlia m en t 
and is chosen

govereign is not a political officer. 


That is not the American system and unless we 
adopt a constitutional amendm ent, it cannot become 
the American system , no matter who wants it. Presi­ 
dent F.isenhower was elected as President and not 
as a m em ber of the House of Representatives and he 
has 
no constitutional authority over 
the 
Congress, 
except to veto hills as he chooses, but they can be 
passed over his veto. 
Congress may impeach the 
President; the President may not impeach a m em ­ 
ber of Congress.

w arfare in which the Soviet U niversal State has been 
e x trao rd in arily successful. The United S tates h as not y e t 
caught up with its techniques and the A m erican people 
do not recognize it as w a rfare. T hat is one factor in o ur 
national confusion. 


Without the aid of em ergencies, the President has 
no alternative but to accept congressional government 
which is the normal American process, set by the 
Constitution and developed over a period of 167 years, 
aided by decisions of the Supreme Court. Measured 
by this yardstick, the second session of the 83rd Con­ 
gress has been effective. 


It has been rep resen ta tiv e of the conflicts of opinion 
and in terest in the country, which is its function. F o rtu ­ 
nately, this is not a monolithic state and the C ongress is 
not bound by the views and p ro g ra m s of anyone, includ­ 
ing the P residen t. The C ongress is bound by local and 
occupational 
constituencies 
who elect 
its 
m e m b e rs 
to 
rep resen t them or can refuse them re-election. Among 
these variou s constituencies there is a p e rm an en t con­ 
flict of interest on dom estic questions and of opinion on 
foreign affairs. As long as these conflicts are re p rese n ted 
in C ongress, it is effective in the public interest, and 
the efforts of the C om m ittee for an E je c t iv e Congress

over, most of us have had m ore 
than our sh are of such stim ulants.

certain this new custom 
is 
playing a role in the mounting in­ 
cidence of hypertension 
and

som nia. P e rh a p s we should tak e 
ad v an ta g e of the presen t shortage 
to practice m oderation. 
Caffeine is the m agic ingredient 
in our popular beverages. This is 
un derstan dab le because a cup of 
tea o r coffee cre ate s a sense of 
com fort and cheerfulness. It steps 
up m ental and m u scu lar effort and 
is particularly helpful for the in­ 
dividual 
not 
endowed 
with 
un­ 
usual stam in a or energy. 
On the other hand, it is not re ­ 
co m m en ded for the nervous, high- 
strung, or neurotic as these peo­ 
ple a re likely to becom e addicts 
with resulting nervousness, jitte n - 
ness, tre m o r of the hands, p alpita­ 
tion of the h eart, headache, diges­ 
tive disturb an ces, or insomnia.

I think we 
failed because our official person­ 
nel a b ro a d —o u r salesm en, if you 
will—did 
not 
know exactly 
what 
they 
were 
selling

trouble to ascertain the real need* 
of the foreign countries which were 
their “ cu sto m ers.” T hat was not 
good diplom acy, or good politics, or 
good business. Although we a re a 
m ighty nation, we cannot afford 
such poor “ sales p e rfo rm a n c e .”

policy 
has 
been 
directed by a num ber of very cap­ 
able men. I do not blam e them 
for the fact that it has backfired 
so often in recent years. They have 
had hard sledding, with crisis fol­ 
lowing

vised. and perhaps did the best they 
could. Meanwhile, the State D ep art­ 
m ent has provided good berths for 
generous contributions to political 
p arty “ w ar ch ests.'’ 


More Efficiency Needed

and particularly in the conduct of 
its overseas operations. Next year, 
Congress should give careful study 
to effecting im provem ents.

I am told th a t 
the F'oreign Service Officer Corps 
is at the lowest nu m erical streng th 
in five y e a rs—and this at a tun # 
w hen world tensions a re very high.

Men have served in the foreign 
service for as long as 20 y ea rs with­ 
out having passed m ore than tt^o 
y e a rs of that service in the United 
States itself.

T hese m en 
cannot be effective exponents qf 
the A m erican w ay of life unle*# 
they a re given frequent o pp o rtune 
ties to com e back home. How el*#

Let * Face Reality 
We h ave developed a d y n am ic 
dom estic econom y which h as m a t 
m an y challenges. We should ai.™ 
have a d y n am ic foreign policy. O ur 
frontiers now lie well beyond o u r 
shores. T here m ust be a w ay to 
a ttra c t our best m en to work tor 
our interests abroad. We m ust find 
that way if we a re to pre or* e 
our own freedom and get o u r shar# 
of the world s raw- m aterials, of 
which we stand so m uch in need. 
O ur national security itself lies m 
the balance and depends upon m or# 
friendly allies. 
I forecast that the State D epart­ 
m ent will be reorganized and oper­ 
ated 
a* carefully 
as 
the A rm y, 
N avy, or Air F orce d epartm ents. 
No one can becom e a recognused 
general or ad m ira l by m aking a 
m o n etary contribution to a political 
party. Some day, I forecast, th# 
State D epartm ent will cease bein* 
used to p a y off political debts to 
large p arty contributors, or to help 
support lam e-duck politicians.
